Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 5-1 2 and 27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claim 27 has been amended in the response submitted 3/11/10 to recite the limitation 
that at least one layer of the multilayer structure is in a fused state above the melting 
point temperature of the at least one resin layer while the push cutter is pushed into the 
multilayer structure by a predetermined amount followed by cooling and hardening of 
the at least one reason layer in the fused state below the melting point temperature 
thereof before the push cutter is finally pushed through the laminate to engage the 
cutter receiving portion. 

3. Nagata et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,066,226 is the closest prior art and was 
previously applied to reject this application. Nagata teaches a process similar to that 
instantly claimed, but fails to teach the concept of pressing the upper layer of the 
laminate into the lower layer while at least one layer is in the fused state without cutting 
all the way through followed by cooling of the multilayer structure before the cutting 
process is completed. Several of the references cited by the examiner teach the 
concept of cutting thermoplastic or polymer films while they are in a heated or fused 
state (See for example USPN 4,053,671, USPN 2,735,797, USPN 5,110,399) and this 
method is widely employed in the production of polymeric articles. However, applicant's 
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invention differs from the methods taught in the prior art by the inclusion of the cooling 
step which is performed prior to cutting all the way through the multilayer film. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
